£>nd nsail. However, the with the printer h .ving supplied the wrong size envelope to 
begin wit); and to have found a substitute t’nat still requires special taping, we are 
ouch slowed down. Saturday I used seven rolls of Scotch tape alone. 1 got back Thurs- 
day evening and I've been so intentsively at p;ickaging, which I can do with my legs 
elevated, I hsEven't walked to the road yet. 

While we g nerallyfolJ.ow uniform practises and have to, there are exceptions. 
Ordinarily t,;e first books to go out are to ” critics,” a bad teia. 

Generally also where there is ai letter calling for a response, these get;, 
stacked until I can get to them. There is no practical choice. We don't have space to 
stack up orders ready to go out and wo have to keep them from backing up.
